This  was  the  most  ambitious  project  in  magazine  publication  vet  at- 

tempted in  this  country.  It  was  modeled  upon  the  Gentleman's  Maga- 

zine, and  London  Magazine,  and  was  established  by  Mathew  Carey, 

Thomas  Seddon,  William  Spotswood,  Charles  Cist,  and  James  Trench- 

ard.   Carey  withdrew  from  the  conduct  of  the  magazine  in  December, 

1786.  Following  which  it  was  edited  by  Alexander  James  Dallas  for 

nearly  three  years.  His  attempt  to  report  for  its  pages  the  Proceedings 

of  the  Pennsylvania   Convention  for  the  ratification  of  the  Federal 

Constitution,  so  offended  the  Federalists,  as  to  cause  them  to  withdraw 

their  subscriptions.  At  about  this  time,  and  perhaps  from  the  same 

cause,  proposals  were  issued  for  the  publication  of  a  magazine  to  be 

called,  The  Philadelphia  Magazine  and  universal  asylum,  which  appears 

not  to  have  reached  the  stage  of  publication.   In  March,  1790,  the 

Columbian  Magazine  was  transferred  to  new  proprietors,  between  whom 

and  the  projectors  of  the  Philadelphia  Magazine,  an  agreement  was 

entered  into  to  unite  the  two,  and  the  joint  proprietorship  resolved  to 

continue  the  publication  of  the  Columbian  Magazine,  on  an  enlarged  and 

improved  plan,  with  the  title  of  The  Universal  Asylum  and  Columbian 

Magazine.  By  a  Society  of  Gentlemen.  Under  this  title  a  new  volume 

numbering  was  begun,  and  publication  continued  to  the  end  of  the 

year  1792,  when,  in  consequence  of  the  passage  of  a  law  denying 

monthly  publications  the  use  of  the  mails,  the  proprietors  relinquished 

their  undertaking,  and  publication  ceased  with  the  number  for  Decem- 

ber, 1792.  The  earlier  numbers  were  printed  by  Charles  Cist,  whose 

name  appears  among  the  owners.  In  1789,  it  was  printed,  for  short 

times,  by  Trenchard  and  Stewart,  and  by  William  Spotswood.

This  was  the  first  newspaper  printed  in  Kentucky,  and  the  second  to 
be  published  west  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains.  Founded  by  John 
Bradford,  who  was  popularly  called  "  Old  Wisdom."  Fielding  Brad- 
ford was  associated  with  him  in  its  publication.  The  desire  of  the 
second  convention  to  consider  a  separate  government  from  that  of 
Virginia,  which  met  at  Danville  in  1785,  to  give  its  proceedings  as 
wide  publicity  as  possible,  led  to  its  founding.  The  first  issues  were 
priuted  on  sheets  of  about  the  size  of  a  half-sheet  of  letter  paper,  and 
the  rude  cuts  and  ornaments  were  made  by  Bradford  himself.  The 
change  from  the  first  quaint  spelling  of  Kentucke  occurred  with  the 
first  issue  in  March,  1789,  and  was  occasioned  by  the  action  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Legislature  in  requiring  that  certain  advertising  matter  should 
be  published  in  the  Kentucky  Gazette.  John  Bradford  continued  its 
publication  to  March  31, 1802,  at  which  date  he  placed  his  son  Daniel 
Bradford  in  charge, and  purchased  and  conducted  himself, the  Kentucky 
Herald,  which  he  edited  for  seven  years  entirely  separate  from  the 
Gazette,  to  the  conduct  of  which  he  returned  on  26  September,  1809. 
He  then  sold  his  interests  to  Thomas  Smith,  who  associated  John 
Bickley  with  him  in  its  management.  In  1814,  Fielding  Bradford 
junior,  son  of  one  of  the  original  proprietors,  secured  control,  and 
associated  with  him  in  its  management,  John  Norvell,  and  remained  in 
possession  until  1825,  when  it  again  passed  into  the  possession  of  John 
Bradford.  In  1835,  his  son  Daniel  Bradford  again  became  its  proprie- 
tor, associating  with  him  in  its  control  his  nephew,  Thomas  Bradford. 
In  1840,  Joshua  Cunningham,  formerly  a  foreman  in  the  office,  pur- 
chased the  Gazette,  which,  owing  to  the  failure  of  health  and  loss  of 
patronage,  he  finally  ceased  issuing  in  1848.

incumbent  on  them  to  prepare  the  minds  of  their  readers  for  its  recep- 

tion, .    .    .  but  ...  to  be  impartial  shall  be  their  steady  aim."  In 

removing  to  Albany,  the  Publishers  showed  the  courage  of  their  con- 

victions ;  but  not  much  business  discretion.    In  no  place  was  party 

spirit  higher,  and  the  anti-federalists,  led  by  Peter  Yates,  and  Abraham 

Lansing,  after  burning  the   Constitution,  did  not  hesitate  to  attack 

with  missiles  the  federalists  who  had  nailed  a  copy  of  the  Constitution 

to  a  pine  tree  and  were  parading  in  honor  of  its  ratification.  This  inci- 

dent was  afterwards  ridiculed  in  The  Albaniad,  an  epic  poem.    By 

Pilgarlic.  in  1791.  In  the  same  issue,  notice  is  given  that  the  firm  of 

Claxton  &  Babcock  is  dissolved,  and  all  demands  upon  the  partner- 

ship will  be  settled  by  John  Babcock.  A  few  issues  of  the  Herald  were 

made  by  J.  Babcock  &  Co.,  in  April  ;  but  before  April  28th,  the  Press 

was  removed    back  to  Lansingburgh,  and  the  Herald  "Printed,  every 

Monday,  by  Babcock  &  Hickock,  corner  of  King  and  Hoosack-Streets." 

In  the  issue  for  June  7,  1790,  after  an  urgent  request  for  immediate 

payment   of  indebtedness,  the   Printers  add  that  :  "In  order  that  this 

business  may  be  brought  to  a  close  without  procrastination,  the  publi- 

cation of  the  Herald,  will,  for  the  present,  cease."

His  son,  John  Ward  Fenno,  continued  its 

publication  to  1800,  when  it  passed  into  the  possession  of  Caleb  P. 

Wayne,  who  sold  it,  within  two  years,  to  Enos  Bronson.  In  May,  1802, 

Elihu  Chauncey  was  admitted  to  partnership,  and  the  title  shortened  to 

Gazette  of  the  United  Slates.  In  February,  1804,  the  title  was  changed 

to  read  :   United  States  Gazette.  In   1805,  Elihu  Chauncey  retired,  and 

the  Gazette  was  continued   by  Enos  Bronson  alone  to  March,  1818, 

when  a  consolidation  was  effected  with  the  True  American,  under  the 

name  of  Union,  with  the  titles  of  both  papers  as  sub-headings,  under  the 

joint  management  of  Bronson  and  Smith,    In  1820,  the  consolidated 

interests  were  sold  to  James  G.  Watts,  and  George  H.  Hart,  with  Joseph 

R.  Chandler  as   editor.    In  April,  1823,  the  old  title  of  United  States 

Gazette  was  revived.  In  November,  1826,  Chandler  purchased  the  inter- 

ests of  James  G.  Watts,  becoming  sole  proprietor,  in  1829,  when  he 

acquired  George  H.  Hart's  interests.
